Whatever else may be said of the Opposition 
to the Democracy, it will nol be deuied thai they 
nrc Iruitful ill ezpedieutn. Tliej have anew front 
for every occasion. When the pulilic bund is 
diseased upon any particular Question, when rea- 
son is dethroned and pas.-iou ami prejudice rule 
supreme, then the Opposition shout for principle, 
assume the gai b of martyrs for truth, aid peti- 
tion the people for their rotes on high giounds 
The whole Ami Slavery movement ol the Oppo- 
sition can be covered by this view uf the motives 
which influenced tlvem.' The same can with truth 
he said of the position assumed hy the Opposition 
with reference to the Bank question, the distribu- 
tion of the Public Lands, and all other leading, 
prominent measures on which ihey antagonize;! the 
Democratic party- They must find some ground on 
which to fight the Democratic element ol the Na- 
tion, ana hence they Seize hold 61 the prevailing 
bias of pulilic sentiment, and lead it still further 
astray from the path ol reason and justice by artlul 
Suggestions and the exhibition of but a few of the 
facts in each particular case. 

But In every instance where there really was 
principle at stake to be contended for, the Dem- 
ocracy of the coun'ry appealed to the intelligence 
ol the masses, and gained a d. eideil victory. The 
Opposition were uuhorscJ, and the contest ended, 
so far as principles were concerned. Then, how- 
ever, came the expediency dodge. When no 
longer able to find reasonable objection to the 
measures and policy of a Democratic Administra- 
tion, they resort to the ready-made charge of cor- 
ruption, iiud appeal to the tortile brains of hired 
detainers to coin false charges, and send them 
broadcast over the land. This has been the 
course pursued by the Opposition with reference 
to the administration of James Buchanan, They 
tried their metal on the measures and policy of 
his administration! and failed in a most signal ami 
significant manner. His foreign policy elicited 
the oommcndittion of the whole conservative por- i 
tion of the American people. The measures re- 
sorted to in order to bring into subjection the rebel- 
lious Storm ins, were indorsed by an almost unani- 
mous public sentiment, while all the other promi- 
nent acts and suggestions of the National Admin- 
istration were responded to in like manner bv the 
patriotic heart of the nation The charges of 
corruption, too, have been dtsproven, but still 
they are iterated anil reiterated, as if the mere 
repetition of a falsehood rould make it. more 
wort 1 ')' of belief. But this is no new teature in the 
history of Democratic administrations Gen. I 
JacksOU was the object of most unqualified abuse 
from the opposition party, and the charges of cor- 
ruption against his administration were even 
more boldly and audaciously persisted in than 
those now urged against that of .Mr. Buchanan. 
As a sample ol these charges, read the following 
from the National Journal, printed in Washing- 
ton in 1830. That paper thus speaks of the ad- 
ministration cf Gen. Jackson: 

"The foregoing incomplete list shows tint Gen. 
Jackson has appointed to public office</orty-ni»« 
persons connected with the press. On its being j 
viewed in coimecction with the public accounts, 1 
the following facts will appear: 

"Trie annual amount of public money paid to j 
four only of the cdifrs, &c, thus rewarded, 
which four were among the conductors of a sin- 
gle paper, is upwards o* ten thousand five hun 
dred dollars, viz: $2,0!J() to N. Green, $'.V>H0 to 
A Dunlsp, $4,400 to D. Henshaw, and $2,125 36 
to T. Dexter — all concerned in the I! istou States- 
man, the leading paper in favor of Gen. Jackson : 
in the State of Massachusetts. 

"To nine of tho-e editors, &.c, the annual 
amount of public money pairl is about twenty- 
live thousand dollars, viz: §3,000 to Isaac Hill, ! 
$3,000 to Kendall, $3,391 34 to Wagner, $3,000 
to Noah, $2,201 40 to Carr, and to N. Green, 
Dutilap, BeuehaW, and Dexter, the respective 
sums already stated. 

"To twenty-one of those editors, Sec, the an 
nnal amount of public Honey paid is upwards of 
fortv-one thousand dollars, viz : $3,000 to Niles, 
$1,698 ."3 to Danforth, $1,086 85 to Danbv,$l,- 
500 to Median. $1,400 to Hunter, $1,316 97 to 
Dawson. 11,233 60 to Greenleal, $1 ,150 to Johns- 
ton, $1,000 to Bives, $1,000 to Kulton, $1,000 
to Bull, $1,000 to Haudr, and to N.Green, Don- 
lap, Henshaw, Dexter, f. Hill, Kendall, Wagner, 
Noah, and Carr, the respective sums already 
tinted." 

From this article it will he seen that the Oppo- 
sition, after vainly attempting to defeat the 
measures anil policy of Gen. Jackson's adminis- 
tration, fell back upon such charges as are made 
in the article from the National Journal, which 

are hero quoted. The ease of Mr. Buchcnan is 
precisely similar. The country has accepted 
and indorsee every prominent measure of Mr. 
Buchanan's administration, just us they did 
those of the old Hero of the Hermitage. Now 
the Opposition make charges of corruption against 
Mr. Buchanan, as they did against Gen Jackson 
But the result will be the same. The nation re- 
pudiated the men who thus resorted to vile and 
unworthy means t > injure the Chief Magistrate of 
the Republic, ard tarnish the reputition of its 
ruler for honesty and fair dealing in ljB30, and 
they will do so now in the case of Mr. Buchanan. 
This trick of the Oppo-ition is not new. It has 
been tried before and failed, and it will fail now. 
The nation has full confidence in the administra- 
tion of James Buchanan, and that confidence can- 1 
not be shaken bv the base designs of corrupt and 
designing politicians.

Democratic Meeting ia Garrard. 

At a meeting of the Democracy and old-line 
Wings of Garrard, held at Lancaster, on the 14th 
of March, 1859, it being County Court day, Joel 
N. Ramsy celled the house to order ami nominat 
ed Willlom J. Gillesrie as Chairman of the meet- 
ing — which was seconded, ana he was unanimous 
ly elected. 

Upon taking the stand, he explained in a brief 
end appropriate manner the object and purposes 
of the meeting. W. J. Lu.sk was then appointed 
Secretary. 

On motion ol* Thomas Sacra, the chair appoint- 
ed Dr. W. II. PctttH, lion James Patterson, An- 
drew Mershon, and Joel X. Ramsy a committee 
to draft resolutions expressive of the sense of the 
meeting; who, alter some time spent, in delibera- 
tion, submitted for consideration the following 
resolutions, which were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That we approve the action of the 
Democratic committee for the Sixth Congression- 
al District, in the call of a convention at Boone 
ville, on the lJSth of April, 1859, for the purpose 
of nominating a candidate for Congress in this 
District. 

Resolved, That while the Democracy and old- 
line Whigs of Garrard pledge themselves to the 
cordial and united support ol the nominee of the 
convention, they can not refrain from recommend- 
ing to the favorable consideration of the party 
their friend and fellow-citizen, Alexander Lusk, 
who is in every respect worthy of the confidence 
and support of the Democracy of the Sixth Con- 
gressional District. 

Resolved, That we recognize in the nominees 
of the convention of the 8th of January, 1869,8 
band of patriots alike worthy of the station as- 
signed them and the Confidence and support of 
their party, and we cordially and heartily pledge 
our united efforts in their support. 

Resolved, That upon an impartial and candid 
survey of the past and present political history of 
the Doited States, the past and present history of 
the leaders of the Opposition party ol Kentucky, 
we regard them as less entitled to the favorable 
consideration of the people of Kentucky than 
any party which has preceded it. 

Resol ved, That in the opinion of this meeting 
the Opposition party of Kentucky lias placed a 
mistaken estimate on the intelligence and patriot- 
ism of the old-line Whiirs of Kentucky, who ral- 
lied with the national Democracy to secure the 
civil and religious liberties of this country from 
the perils of K now-Nothing mi-rule, to suppose 
that while they are yet rejoicing with their Dem- 
ocratic friends over a happy deliverance from a 
recurrence of the horrors of bloody Monday, that 
they will unite with their old enemies under a 
new name in an effort to overthrow their com- 
patriots in freedom's cause. 

On motion of Thomas Sacra, Joel N. Ramsv. 
Hon. James Patterson, Clayton Anderson, Lewis 
bevel, Andrew Mershon, Dr. W. II. Pettos, and 
all Democrats and old-line Whigs of Garrard who 
may desire to go, are appointed delegates to the 
BooneviUe Convention.

The Hon. Mike Walsh Killcd-His 
Corpse Robbed— Suspicions of Foul 
Play. 

Bloody rumors were rile yesterday in connec- 
tion with the sudden and violent death of the 
Hon. Mike Walsh. About 5 o'clock in the 
morning, the warm but lifeless body of .Mr. Walsh 
was found by policeman Courtney, of the Six- 
teenth Precinct, lying at the foot ol a Steep flight 
of Stone steps, leading to a basement, under the 
millinery store. No. 138 Eighth avenue. The of- 
ficer had passed that way hall an hour before, but 
, did not then sec any person there. The steps 
are eight in number, anil are unusually steep. On 
the sides they are guarded by railings, but at the 
front there is no rail nor guard, and as they 
cut into the sidewalk somew hat deeply, they are 
rather dangerous, Any person who might hap- 
pen to stumble near them, could not save him- 
self from a fill of at least ten feet. The bottom 
j step is within eight inches of the door. It wa9 
upon this that the head of the deceased rested, 
face up, his body lying with his feet elevated to- 
ward tiie street. A sin ill pool of blood, w Inch 
had flowed from a slight scalp wound in the back 
of the head, lay upon the lowest step. When we 
state that Mr. Walsh had been out with some 
boon companions un il a late hour in the morn- 
ing, indulging rather freely, and that when his 
friend, Geo. Wilkes, and he left the Hone House, 
at 2 o'clock A. M., with the avowed inten ion of 
going home forthwith, he was quite under the in- 
fluence of liquor, it would strike one as most 
probable that while staggering homeward, he had 
Stumbled and fallen down the cellar way, where 
he was found, and died there of congestion. This 
would appear to he the most probable theory, and 
it is sustained by the medical testimony. Doubt- 
less the fall stunned him, il it did not produce 
concussion of the brain, leaving him helpless, and 
being a man of full habit, a noted bon vivant.and 
at the time of the fall quite tipsy — from the po- 
sition in which he lav, head downward, it would 
not strain the imaginS lion to suppose that under 
such circumstances he died of congestion of the 
i brain. 

i But the body is found stripped of its valuables. 
: A costly gold watch, the gift of the widow of 
George Steers, a heavy gold chain, the diamond 
ring worn on the left hand, and all the money, 
save a few coppers, in the pockets, D missing. 
What gboul has stripped the, dead? Were these 
articles stolen before or after death? Was the 
helpless inebriate hurled down the abyss hy some 
I ruffian hand for plunder ? These are questions 
which suggest themselves unpleasantly, and throw 
a veil of mystery over the melancholy affair that 
is certainly perplexing as well as painful. Joseph , 
Kochbar, who left him in his cups, at the Hone > 
House, at 2 o'clock in the morning, says that he 
often asked Walsh if he was not afraid to go 
home so late, while under tire influence of liquor. 
He replied No; no one ever ventured to molest 
him* When the body was found, one hand was 
upon the heart, tiio other under the back. Officer 
Vosburgh, who was on duty at the corner ol 
Eighth avenue and Nineteenth street, less than 
two blocks from where the body was lound, fan- 
cied that he heard a cry of "Watch" about four 
and a half o'clock, rind run up the avenue to dis- 
cover the source from whence it con e, but meet- 
ing a fellow-oWsef who did not hear it, he thought 
it must, have came from below, and, retracing his 
steps, listened to hear if tin; cr y was repeated. It 
was not.

he la v helpless, rob him? Was that solitary cry I 
of "Watch" his death shriek? Or the hand over 
the heart raised to prevent the watch from being 1 
stolen Irrfln the vest pocket?

A break has 
also occurred in the levee on the south side of 
the Arkansas, in Arkansas county, rind about 
forty miles above the mouth, which is causing 
great destruction among the planters. On White 
river, about four miles above Augusta, the levee 
gave way for some distance on Sunday last, and 
the water is pouring through at a terrible rale 
and threatens a vast amount of damage. The 
waters of the old White are unusually high for 
the season, run! the residents along its banks in 
many places are apprehending a disastrous over- 
flow.

From Washington. 

Washinctox, March S3. — In reply to a note of 
George Mattingly, the Postmaster General in- 
forms him that Congress has, for the first time 
since the organization ol the government, failed 
to make provision lor the Department. Hail all 
the members of the next Congress been elected, 
the President might, ou the llh of March, have 
called an extra session rind the omis-ions of the 
late Congress been supplied; but it was impossi- 
ble to do so w ithout di-franchising fifteen of ilie 
sovereign States. This was most ui fortunate 
There ought to be no time when a full Congress 
could not be convened, and it is firmly hoped that 
such a state of affairs may never again occur. 
Had rhe bill, which tailed to pass, made provisions 
only for the fiscal year, Commencing on the 1st of 
July, there would have becti obviously no neces- 
sity for an extra serVion. 

The deficiency on the 30th of June next will 
amount to 34,385,381, nearly $7o0,000 of which 
being an unpaid balance accumulated on the 31st 
of December and the 28th of February, and 
which can and will be paid by the Department 
within GO days from the date. The payment of 
the principal part will be made in 30 days. The 
Postmaster General makes other statements to 
show that it would be impossib'e to convene Con- 
ttrcss in time to meet the great bulk of respon- 
sibilities without virtually excluding from Con- 
gress tire Representatives of several of the sove 
reign States. In the judgment of the President, 
the lesser evil was to wait until the 1st .Monday 
in December, w hen all the States will be fully rep- 
resented. The contracts can never be re[ udiated. 
After the amounts due shall be ascertained they 
become debts which must be paid. On this, the 
contractors, if they desire, can brrrow money 
The lender could have no better security. Pro- 
vision should also be made for the payment of the 
interests which would amount to less than $100, 
000. A system of retrenchment, so far as prac- 
ticable, is now an imperative duty. By the act 
of 1858 Congress established 695 new post routes, 
the service of which includes the St. Paul and 
Paget Sound route, established ill 185o, but not 
yet put in operation. It has been estimated that 
these will require an annual appropriation of 
$604,488 over and above the receipts accruing 
therefrom. Not a dollar 1ms been appropriated 
for this purpose, and, as a consequence, though 
the contracts lor these routes have been adver- 
tised and proposals received, they cannot he put 
in operation until the provision is made by law for 
that purpose. 

It was expected on last Monday that the Grand 
Jury, w ho ma.:ea presentment a week ago against 
Mr Sickles, would return a true bill, but so far 
nothing further has been done on the subject. 

Prominent individuals have been named for 
the British and French missions and the London 
consulate, hut it is well known that no changes 
concerning them are contemplated. 

Lieut. General Scott is expected to arrive here 
on Friday night. 

The Boston Post office question has not yet 
been acted on by the Attorney General, to 
whom the papers of the case will probably be 
submitted to-morrow. Postmaster Capen has 
arrived here.

Postmaster General Holt has commenced his 
work of retrenchment vigorously, in the Post- 
ollice Department, by reducing the number of 
special agents, and issuing circulars to postmasters, 
prohibiting all extra compensation from postages 
after March 31.-t. Other reforms are to be in' re- 
duced into the Department, as soon as experience 
demonstrates that they can be applied benefi- 
cially. 

The State Department has received voluminous 
dispuches bv the last arrival, Irom Mr. Reed, our 
minister to China, and among other matters he 
speaks at length of the Coolie trade, as carried 
on between China and Cuba. He characterizes it 
in strong language, and says it presents an awlul 
picture of atrocity and barbarism.

According to diplomatic intelligence here, we 
hare news that the Cass Yrissari treaty has been ' 
ratified, and may be expected by the next steam- 
er, but with slight modifications, which the Presi- 
dent can accept without compromising the posi- 
tion which he has heretofore assumed.

U09, a fair balance for one ship while hundreds 
of others are lying idle La-t and West, ruining 
their owners and attording food for worms.
